The com m ittee’s recom m en­ 
dations cam e after it spent two 
years visiting and studying edu­ 
cational 
TV 
installations 
at 
Bethpage, N.Y.; Columbia, S.C.; 
Hagerstown, Md., Miami 
Fla.; 


Santa M o n i c a , Cal., and the 
m idwest airborne program in 
the area of Michigan. 


The com mittee yesterday pre­ 
sented its plans to the Chief 
S c h o o l A dm inistrators, and 
hopes to meet soon with the 
Bucks County School Board. 


Dr. McDonald and Bender to­ 
m orrow will meet with the staff 
of the D epartm ent of public In­ 
struction to request funds for 
the development of the program 
in Bucks County. 


Per Pupil 


Dr. McDonald said the Hag­ 


erstown program costs $12 per 
pupil and the WHYY program $1 
per pupil. McDonald said the 
Bucks program would cost more 
than the WHYY program bul 
considerably less than the Hag­ 
erstown program . 


The cost 
of a 
program 
in 
Bucks, at the Hagerstown rate, 
he said, would cost the county 
$1,200,000 
per year, 
but 
tho 
committee was hopeful the pres­ 
ent county com m ittee will es­ 
tablish a program with an an­ 
nual budget of less than 50 per 
cent of this cost, and probably 
even lighter. 


McDonald said the committee 
has 
proceeded 
with 
caution, 
since educational TV can be­ 
come a “ gim m ick” if not prop­ 
erly used. 


Sharing Teachers 


Educational TV, it was point­ 
ed out, will not replace large 
quantities of teachers, but will 
tend to serve the children bet­ 
ter by s h a r i n g exceptional 
teachers with all the children in 
all schools. It can also bring to 
the classroom current events as 
they happen. 


Dr. McDonald said some sub­ 
jects can be taugt as well by 
television 
as 
with 
a 
regular 
teacher; 
and 
some 
can 
be 
taught in very large groups, al­ 
so through the use of TV. 


As an exam ple, Dr. McDonald 
pointed to the effectiveness of 
educational TV in small, rural 
areas such as in the state of 
South Carolina where there is 
only one physics teacher in the 
entire state. 


That teacher, through the use 
of TV, he said, is shared by all 
the high schools in the state.

Bristol 
Township 
will 
save 
over $109,000 in restoring roads 
in sewered parts of the township 
if it carries out present plans. 
Jam os N. Kline, president of 
the township board of commis­ 
sioners, last night disclosed that 
the township has agreed on a 
road restoration program with 
the contractor installing sewers 
in the lower end of the township. 
Under 
the present 
contract 
with the George Tripp construe 
lion firm , the cost of paving 
streets according to their re­ 
spective classifications would be 
$277,297. 
The te st of paving Class B. 
C and D streets with oil and 
chips and leaving all Class A 
streets intact, under the new 
plan, would be $168,592.71. 
M ust Be Approved 
The difference would 
be a 
saving of $107,702.29. 
The savings, which 
will 
be 
put into the road program in 
future years, will be 
realized 


by the fact that less work will 
bo done to the streets now. The 
more than $100,000 will be used 
to restore 
streets 
which 
de­ 
tonate beyond the contractor’s 
responsibility which term inates 
eight months after the sewer 
project is accepted by the town­ 
ship. 
The proposed restoration pro­ 
gram must be approved by the 
board of commissioners, town­ 
ship authority, engineers and 
the Tripp firm before it will 
take effect. Kline stated. 
Kline said that the 
savings 
would b“ allocated to the same 
areas as had been provided in 
the original sewer contract. The 
breakdown 
in

shows 
$27,869.75 in the first ward. $15,- 
725 in the second ward. $18,687.- 
74 in the third ward, $43,727.88 
in the fourth ward and $1,691.92 
in the 10th ward. 
Restored In Four Ways 
The restoration proposal 
in­ 
cludes onl\ the main sewer proj­ 
ect in the lower end. The Edge- 
ly-Landreth

in­ 
stallation is being done by Al­ 


ton Utilities, Inc. Road restora­ 
tion in fnis area will be discuss­ 
ed in the future by the com­ 
missioners. 
Jam es N. Darrah, representa­ 
tive of the township engineer, 
William Spencer 
Erwin 
Asso­ 
ciates, Inc., explained that town­ 
ship streets are built and re­ 
stored in four different classifi­ 
cations. 
Classifications Listed 
The classifications are A, B, 
C and D. 
A streets, which will remain 
the sam e, are blacktopped. 
B streets have a base of four 
to six inches in depth. 
C and D streets have no base. 
Under the new plan, all B, C 
and D streets will be restored 
as C streets. This means they 
will have six inches of stone, 
covered with oil and chips the 
entire width of the street. 
The restoration program is ex­ 
pected to begin before the end 
of this month, Kline pointed out 
at last night’s commission m eet­ 
ing.
